On Friday, July 24, 2009, Lakewood Station Deputies responded to a report of an assault with a 


deadly weapon at (Bellflower (Refer to Exhibit “С” Photograph “A” and 
Exhibit “I” the Incident History, Tag #51). For further information regarding the nature of the call, 
refer to the incident report written under file number 009-18301-1337-051, Exhibit “A.” 
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Upon their arrival Deputy Errol Payne, AE established a containment and began a systematic 
search for the two suspects, Raul Hidalgo and Charles Gonzalez. Deputies Espinoza and Alvarado 
began searching, on foot, a parking lot adjacent to an apartment complex north/east of the initial 
crime scene, Woodruff Ave., (Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “B”). 


After completing their search of the parking lot, Deputies Espinoza and Alvarado heard noises 
consistent with someone attempting to scale a fence located immediately to their north (Refer to 
Exhibit “С” Photograph “D”). The deputies turned and observed one individual (Suspect 
Gonzalez) and then another (Suspect Hidalgo) scaling a wood and concrete fence, refer to Exhibit 
“C” Photograph “B & E.” As Suspect Hidalgo straddled the fence, both deputies observed that 
he was armed with a handgun. Deputy Espinosa yelled, “Gun.” Deputy Alvarado ordered Suspect 
Hidalgo to show his hands. Suspect Hidalgo pointed the weapon at the deputies. 


Deputies Espinoza and Alvarado, in fear of their lives, fired their Department issued sidearms at 
mE — Both suspects, apparently uninjured, ran west through the courtyard m | 
IAB Note: Suspect Gonzalez was identified by witnesses as the suspect who was armed 
during the initial 245 PC, not Suspect Hidalgo. 
Canine Services Detail and a Special Weapons Team were requested and responded to the location. 
An extensive search of the area was conducted and Suspects Gonzalez and Hidalgo were eventually 
located hiding in a small house located at е aN Unit J (Refer to Exhibit “С” 
Photograph “J, K, & L”). It was later established that Unit His Suspect Hidalgo’s residence, 
Suspect Hidalgo’s revolver was located a short distance away where he had apparently unloaded 


it and secreted it under Unit [J (Refer to Exhibit “C” Photographs J, K, & L). 


Suspect Bridgeforth was later apprehended as a lookout at another location within the containment 
but was not charged with any crime by the District Attorney.

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Property Damage: 
The following bullet holes and impacts were observed. 


- One bullet hole in a Chevrolet Tahoe’s windshield. The bullet perforated the windshield 
and proceeded to impact the dashboard. The bullet traveled in a southeast and downward 


direction. 

- One bullet impact to a block wall, located along the north property line а! Woodruff 
Ave. The bullet traveled in a northbound direction. No further trajectory could be 
determined 


- One bullet hole in a wood fence just north of the block wall at Woodruff Ave. The 
bullet perforated the wood fence in a northbound and upward direction. 


- One bullet hole in the carport’s eave at space пшпЬег г residence] 


This bullet penetrated the eave in a northeast and upward direction. 


Criminal Investigation/Charges Filed: 


As a result of this incident, the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office charged Raul 
Hidalgo with one count of 459 PC, one count of 186.22 PC, and one count of 12022(A)(1) PC. 
Suspect Hidalgo was sentenced to two years in state prison, refer to case # VA111532. 


Charles Gonzalez was charged with one count of 459 PC, one count of 186.22 PC, one count of 
12022(a)(1) PC, one count of 245(b) PC, and one count of 12022.5 PC. Suspect Gonzalez was 
sentenced to six years in state prison, refer to case # VA111532. 


Lighting and Weather Conditions: 


The shooting occurred during the early morning hours, it was dark, limited lighting, little 
moonlight. July 22, 2009, was the beginning of anew moon. So on July 24", there was very little 
moonlight. The weather was clear. 


Involved Employee Statements: 


Deputy Benjamin J. Alvarado, A 


Deputy Alvarado was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Scott Hill and Al Maldonado on May 4, 2010, 
at 1057 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. The narrative which follows is 
intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interview. Additional information and precise wording may 
be obtained by reviewing Deputy Alvarado's digitally recorded interview. 
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On July 24, 2009, Deputy Alvarado had been employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department for three years. He was working unit 134, in the City of Artesia. The unit was a one 
person unit. Upon monitoring an assault with a deadly weapon radio call, Deputy Alvarado said 
he thought to himself; 


At first I wasn't responding, because they said the suspect was already last seen I believe 
going northbound Cornuta Ave. toward Alondra Blvd. No last [seen] direction after that. 
The handling unit got there. I said, “Hey, you know what, the suspect is probably still in 
the area, hiding out." 


Deputy Alvarado responded and Deputy Payne (the handling unit) assigned him a containment 
position at Woodruff Ave. and Midway St. (Refer to “Exhibit C" Photograph “A”). Deputy 
Alvarado stated Deputy Espinosa contacted him via “L-Tac” and Deputy Alvarado met Deputy 
Espinosa in front of Woodruff Ave. Deputy Espinosa told Deputy Alvarado that he heard 
*Movement along a wall or along a wooden fence or something like that." When he(Espinosa) was 
parked on the first street/driveway east of [x south of — Deputies 
Alvarado and Espinosa decided to search the property at Ml Woodruff Ave. An assault with 
a deadly weapon crime broadcast had already been broadcast describing the suspects and the fact 
that a firearm was involved in the crime. 


Deputy Alvarado stated neither he nor Deputy Espinosa discussed any tactics prior to searching 
the property. Deputy Alvarado stated he thought Deputy Espinosa advised, the other units in the 
containment via L-Tac that they were going to clear the property. 


IAB Note: A review of *L-Tac" did not substantiate Deputy Alvarado’s belief that they 
advised other units of their intention to search the property. 


The deputies walked westbound down a long driveway (approximately 50-75 yards) toward the 
back of the property, refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “B.” When they reached the end of the 
driveway, Deputy Alvarado stated they cleared a laundry room and a pool area located on the north 
side of the property’s parking lot. After clearing these areas, the deputies cleared the parking lot, 
going counter clockwise. As they cleared the parking lot, both deputies had their weapons drawn. 
As one deputy searched, the other covered him. Deputy Alvarado stated it was dark, and there 
were no lights in the parking lot. 


After spending approximately five to ten minutes clearing the parking lot, both deputies holstered 
their weapons and began walking back toward Woodruff Ave. Deputy Alvarado stated he heard 
something by the wooden fence, located just north of the pool. Both deputies turned and looked 
toward the wooden fence. “We probably saw them (the suspects) around the same, because the 
guy, we saw one head pop up, which [was] the guy wearing the black shirt... matching the 
suspect description.” The second suspect (Hidalgo) followed right behind the first and was closer 
to the deputies. “I think when he jumped over, his head was basically facing north. His body was 
facing south. Like a tumble roll I guess is that what you call it. He was laying over that (the 
fence) and then with this right hand, is basically pointing in our direction. I see a black handgun 
in his right hand.” Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “G.” 
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After the suspect (Hidalgo) said, “Shit.” Deputy Alvarado knew the suspect had seen them. 
Deputy Alvarado said, “Let me see your hands.” He (Alvarado) said Deputy Espinosa also said 
something similar. “Fearing that he’s going to fire at us, we fired at him. He rolled over [from 
the fence] quick.” Deputy Alvarado saw both suspects run westbound through the courtyard, Refer 
to Exhibit “C” Photograph “D.” Because both suspects ran, Deputy Alvarado wasn’t sure if they 
had wounded the suspect. Deputy Alvarado did not use his flashlight. Deputy Espinosa stated he 
illuminated Suspect Hidalgo with his flashlight as he pointed and fired his weapon. 


Just prior to the shooting, Deputy Alvarado stated Deputy Espinosa was standing in front of him. 
Deputy Alvarado stated he believes Deputy Espinosa fired first, but the shots were almost 
simultaneous. Because Deputy Espinosa had moved into his line of fire, Deputy Alvarado only 
fired one round. Deputy Alvarado stated he didn’t think Deputy Espinosa knew he had crossed 
into his (Alvarado’s) line of fire. Because the incident occurred so quickly, Deputy Alvarado 
stated he did not have time to reposition himself and fire again. 


After the shooting, Deputy Alvarado pointed out to Deputy Espinosa that he (Espinosa) crossed 
into his line of fire. In response Deputy Espinosa commented to Deputy Alvarado, “Dude, that 
could have gone bad.” 


Deputy Alvarado stated his backdrop was, “Open air and then there was this building wall that’s 
right here.” Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “G.” 


IAB Note: Deputy Alvarado НИ 


After the shooting Deputy Alvarado and his partner, “aggressed forward” toward the cinder block 
wall, Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “C.” Then they made “a tactical retreat” to a tree adjacent 
to the cinder block wall Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “C.” Deputy Espinosa broadcast via his 
handheld radio that they had just been involved in a shooting. After making the broadcast, both 
deputies retreated back to Woodruff Ave., and awaited additional units. 


When Lt. Dinh 0А arrived, Deputies Alvarado and Espinosa briefed them. Deputies 
Alvarado and Espinosa along with Lt. Dinh and :eturned to the scene of the shooting 
to ensure the suspects didn’t backtrack. Deputy Alvarado could not recall who made the decision 
to return to the scene of the shooting. 


Deputy Michael J. Espinosa, ЕШ 


Deputy Espinosa was interviewed by ТАВ Sergeants Scott Hill and Al Maldonado on May 4, 2010, 
at 1008 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. The narrative which follows is 
intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interview. Additional information and precise wording may 
be obtained by reviewing Deputy Espinosa’s recorded interview. 


On July 24, 2009, Deputy Espinosa had been employed by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department for two years. He was working unit 133F, in the City of Bellflower. The unit was a 
one person unit. 
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Deputy Espinosa responded to an assault with a deadly weapon (handgun) call on Cornuta Street, 
Tag #51, Refer to Exhibit “I.” He knew shot(s) had been fired by the suspect(s). He drove to 
Cornuta Street and began looking for the suspects. From there, Deputy Espinosa drove to the first 
street/driveway cast of ES south ШЕШШ Refer to Exhibit “С” Photograph 
“A.” The street/driveway is a dead-end. Just south of where the street/driveway ends, is the 
housing complex where both suspects were subsequently arrested. 


IAB Note: The street Deputy Espinosa drove down is not identified in either Google Maps, 
or Mapquest. 


While parked there, monitoring foot traffic, Deputy Espinosa stated he heard something east of his 
location. He described the noise as, “Movement along a wall or along a wooden fence or 
something like that.” The area where the sound emanated was close to the same wooden fence the 
suspects scaled when the shooting occurred. 


Apparently after assaulting Mr. ee ———-] both suspects ran from 


the crime scene northbound on Cornuta Ave., to a courtyard apartment complex at 
They entered the courtyard and ran eastbound to a wooden fence. 


IAB Note: This fence is in the same the area Deputy Espinosa described when he stated 
he heard a noise consistent with someone scaling a wooden fence. 


They scaled the fence, hid in another parking lot at E. then decided to climb 
back over the fence and return to the courtyard apartment complex where they hid in unit 


Unsure of what the noise was and wanting to investigate further, Deputy Espinosa drove to | 
Woodruff Ave. and requested another unit to help him search the area. The aforementioned 
wooden fence is on this property. Deputy Alvarado responded. 


Deputy Espinosa was asked if he notified the handling unit that he ad Deputy Alvarado were going 
to search the property E m Ave. Deputy Espinosa said, “Not that I recall.” Deputy 
Espinosa described the containment as a ^make-shift containment." He said; 


It wasn't a solid, established containment where anybody was specifically assigned and 
where we had a command post set up, like we typically do. It was more they might be in 
the area, let's put some cars here and there and you know, let's see what we come up with, 
was my opinion of the containment. 


Both deputies walked down the property's driveway to a parking lot, Refer to Exhibit "C" 
Photograph “C.” Deputy Espinosa stated he and Deputy Alvarado remained close to the cinder 
block wall as they walked down the driveway. He stated neither he nor Deputy Alvarado discussed 
what they were going to do should they find the suspects. 
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Deputy Espinosa stated they cleared the parking lot, one vehicle at a time. Deputy Espinosa said; 


Seeing that there were no people in the area, no suspects or witness or anything in the area 
we began walking eastbound [to exit the parking lot]. I began hearing a noise again and 
saw two people pop up over a wooden fence, Refer to Exhibit “C” Photograph “B & E.” 


TAB Note: Photograph “B” is another parking lot, just north of the parking lot the deputies 
searched. This is the parking lot the suspects entered when Deputy Espinosa heard them 
scaling the fence earlier. 


Deputy Espinosa described the suspect’s actions as those of somebody giving a quick look over 
a fence before jumping over it. Deputy Espinosa didn’t feel the suspect’s were surveying the area, 
looking for their pursuers, but simply looking for an escape route. 


Deputy Espinosa said; 


The first to be up on the wall was a male Hispanic in a dark shirt (Gonzales) and I'd say 
maybe eighteen to twenty-two, twenty-five [years old]. The second was a male (Hidalgo) 
wearing a white shirt, and he began jumping the fence westbound. At which point he 
straddled the fence, facing in a south direction. I saw what I believed was a dark handgun, 
semiautomatic handgun in his right hand. At that point I yelled out, “Gun.” and the 
suspect, Hidalgo, looked directly at myself and Alvarado and had the gun pointed in our 
direction . . . 


My opinion is he’s going to fire at anybody he sees that maybe any sort of threat or a threat 
to him or his chances of getting away... 


[He] said, “Oh shit.” Believing that he was possibly going to fire at me or Deputy 
Alvarado and fearing for our safety and our lives, I fired approximately, I fired six shots 
and advanced in a north easterly direction. Deputy Alvarado had shot fairly 
simultaneously with me. I began advancing toward the cinder block wall, to gain cover. 
Deputy Alvarado was “slightly behind me [and] to my left [when I finished firing}. 


Deputy Espinosa stated he fired his six rounds in two groups of three rounds. He stated he held 
his flashlight beside his weapon illuminating Suspect Hidalgo. He stated his backdrop was open 
air. Deputy Espinosa stated he stopped firing because “Hidalgo had completed his transition from 
one property to another, and I no longer had a visual of his threat, which was the handgun.” 
Deputy Espinosa could not recall giving the suspect(s) any type of verbal commands prior to firing, 
his weapon. 


After firing, Deputy Espinosa stated Suspect Hidalgo, “rolled” over the fence. Deputy Espinosa 
could only see the top of Suspect Hidalgo’s head moving westbound away from the fence, refer 
to Exhibit “C” Photograph “D.” 
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Deputy Espinosa said, “At that point I had broadcast that myself and Deputy Alvarado had been 
involved in a shooting, stating 998, and began setting up a containment. We put out the exact 
location, which I believe wa em Ave.” Immediately after the 998 broadcast, both 
deputies ran eastbound down the driveway toward Woodruff Ave. 


IAB Note: July 22, 2009, was the beginning of a new moon. So on July 24", there was 
very little moonlight. 


Sworn Witness Statements: 
There were no sworn witnesses to the shooting. 


Civilian Witness Statements: 


There were no civilian witnesses to the shooting. 


Suspect Statements: 
Raul R. Hidalgo, Bkg. #1993888 


Suspect Raul R. Hidalgo was interviewed by OSS Detectives Stacy B. Morgan, E GO 
Daniel R. Morris, MEN. on July 24, 2009, at Lakewood Station. The interview was digitally 
audio recorded. The narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the OSS interview. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing Suspect Hidalgo’s 
recorded interview. 


Suspect Hidalgo stated he, “Charles” (Suspect Gonzalez) and a person he had met earlier in the 
evening (Suspect Bridgeforth) were walking ЕЕ... Cornuta Avenue from Alondra Blvd. 


Suspect Hidalgo stated he knows Suspect Gonzalez is an 18th street gang member with a moniker 
of “Oro.” Suspect Hidalgo stated the first time he met Suspect Bridgeforth was on Thursday night 
(07-23-09). Suspect Hidalgo stated he knows Suspect Bridgeforth is an 18" street gang member 
because Suspect Bridgeforth greeted him with “18th Street South Side.” Additionally, Suspect 
Hidalgo stated he heard Suspect Bridgeforth's moniker but could not remember what it was but 
believes it starts with an “S.” 


Suspect Hidalgo stated they saw a black Ford Mustang belonging to Victim[ Suspect 
Hidalgo stated Suspect Gonzalez has a problem with the owner of the vehicle. Suspect Hidalgo 
stated he punched the drivers side window with his left hand breaking the glass. Suspect Hidalgo 
stated he immediately felt pain to his left hand and saw that it was bleeding profusely. Suspect 
Hidalgo stated he ran to (GEE in order to treat his wounded hand. 
Suspect Hidalgo stated his| wrapped his hand with a purple shirt. 
Suspect Hidalgo stated the shirt looked dark when it became soaked in his blood. 
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Suspect Hidalgo stated whil —— as wrapping his hand, he heard several gunshots 
coming from Cornuta Avenue. Suspect Hidalgo stated he became scarred because he believed 
Suspect Gonzalez had probably killed somebody. Suspect Hidalgo stated he believed if Suspect 
Gonzalez fired the gun it was to kill. This is based on conversations he has had with Suspect 
Gonzalez and his beliefs in the 18th Street criminal street gang. Suspect Hidalgo stated shortly 
after the shooting, Suspect Gonzalez and Suspect Bridgeforth ran to his apartment complex. 


Suspect Hidalgo stated he, Suspect Gonzalez and Suspect Bridgeforth ran eastbound through the 
apartment complex to the rear of Apartment Suspect Hidalgo stated Suspect Gonzalez 
removed the bullets and expended rounds from the revolver and placed them in his (Suspect 
Gonzalez’s) shirt. Suspect Hidalgo stated Suspect Gonzalez handed him the gun and placed the 
shell casings on the wall. 


At this point, Suspect Hidalgo stated he saw lights flashing into the apartment complex. Believing 
the police were going to search the area, Suspect Hidalgo stated he handed the gun back to Suspect 
Gonzalez. Suspect Hidalgo stated Suspect Gonzalez placed the gun under the crawl space to 
Араптеп after which all three of them ran eastbound to О г: corner of the apartment 
complex. Suspect Hidalgo stated he and Suspect Gonzalez went over the wall into the parking lot 
off. Suspect Hidalgo stated this was the last time he saw Suspect Bridgeforth. 


Suspect Hidalgo stated he and Suspect Gonzalez hid in the parking lot for a period of time. 
Suspect Hidalgo stated he and Suspect Gonzalez were going back over the wall from east to west 
when deputies tried to detain them. Suspect Hidalgo stated they went over the wall north of where 
they had first gone over the wall. Suspect Hidalgo stated as they were going over the wall he saw 
the light from a flashlight pointed in his direction, at the same time he stated he heard deputies tell 
him to freeze. Detective Morgan asked Suspect Hidalgo if he knew that the people telling him to 
stop were deputies. Suspect Hidalgo stated he knew it was Deputies trying to stop him but he ran 
because he knew he had a no-bail warrant for his arrest. 


Detective Morgan asked Suspect Hidalgo to describe exactly how he climbed over the fence. 
Suspect Hidalgo stated he used both hands to pull himself onto the top of the fence. Suspect 
Hidalgo stated he then put his right foot on top of the fence and was bringing his left foot to the 
top of the fence. Suspect Hidalgo stated as his left foot was coming up to the top of the fence, he 
lifted his left hand up toward the Deputies in order to position his feet in preparation to jump off 
the fence into the rear courtyard of his apartment complex. It should be noted, Detective Morgan 
had Suspect Hidalgo demonstrate how he went over the fence using a chair in the interview room. 
During the re-enactment, Suspect Hidalgo's left arm came up and pointed toward where the 
Deputies would have been standing. When Suspect Hidalgo was climbing over the fence, he said 
his left hand (particularly the thumb) was wrapped in a purple shirt which was soaked in his blood. 
Detective Morgan asked Suspect Hidalgo to describe how his thumb was wrapped. Suspect 
Hidalgo described most of the shirt being wrapped around his thumb with a portion of the shirt 
wrapped around his hand for him to hold onto. Suspect Hidalgo also stated the shirt was twisted 
around his thumb causing the shirt to protrude straight out from the tip of his thumb. 
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Suspect Hidalgo acknowledged that the way in which he was holding his shirt could be 
misconstrued as the barrel of a firearm. Suspect Hidalgo stated after the Deputies shot at him, he 
and Suspect Gonzalez ran westbound through the apartment complex to Suspect Hidalgo’s 
residence 


Suspect Hidalgo denied having a gun in his hand when he was climbing over the fence. Suspect 
Hidalgo was adamant the gun was placed under the house prior to his being shot at by deputies. 
Suspect Hidalgo acknowledged that his left hand pointed toward the deputies, his hand was 
wrapped up and bulky and he did not comply with the Deputies orders. Additionally, Suspect 
Hidalgo stated he did yell “shit” when the Deputies told him to stop. Suspect Hidalgo stated he 
and Suspect Gonzalez hid in his apartment until ordered to exit by Deputies who had surrounded 
his apartment. 


Detective Morgan asked Suspect Hidalgo about the gun which was used to shoot at Victim 

Suspect Hidalgo stated he has had the gun at his residence for some time. Suspect 
Hidalgo stated Suspect Gonzalez is responsible for the gun but it is kept at his house because 
Suspect Gonzalez does not have a place to keep it. Suspect Hidalgo stated the chrome revolver 
is the only gun he has kept at his home for the gang. 


Charles R. Gonzalez, Bkg. #1993887 


Suspect Charles R. Gonzalez was interviewed by OSS Detectives Stacy B. Morgan, EL — and 
Daniel R. Morris, AEE on July 24, 2009, at Lakewood Station. The interview was digitally 
audio recorded. The narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the OSS interview. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing Suspect Gonzalez" 
recorded interview. 


Suspect Gonzalez admitted to being an 18th Street gang member with a moniker of "Daze.” 
Detective Morgan asked Suspect Gonzalez to give us his version of what occurred. Suspect 
Gonzalez stated he was in the neighborhood and heard the gunshots but denied having any part in 
the incident. Detective Morgan told Suspect Gonzalez he was not being truthful and told him he 
(Morgan) knew he had a gun. Suspect Gonzalez became very upset and looked as if he was going 
to cry. He stated he wanted a lawyer. The interview was concluded. 


Deandre Ozine Bridgeforth, 1993948 


Suspect Bridgeforth was not present when Deputies Gonzalez and Espinosa fired their weapons 
at Suspect Hidalgo. 


Suspect Bridgeforth was apprehended as a lookout at another location within the containment but 
was not charged with any crime by the District Attorney.
